THE C ATHOLIC CHURCH AND THE JEWS. 


The prevalent impression among the rank and file of 
Jews is that the Catholic Church has not been in the past, and 
therefore could not honestly now be, their friend. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Catholic Church as such has always been as 
friendly as she could be towards the Jews under the circum- 
stances, Let it be remembered that, for long centuries, the 
Catholic Church was the only form of Christianity in the 
world, and that Jews on the one hand and the pagans on the 
other, were the only group* among which she could seek to 
carry out her commission to spread the Christian faith. She 
could not regard either group as right religiously, but enter- 
tained ho animosity towards them otherwise. The conflicts 
which history report as between Catholics and Jews were 
political rather than religious conflicts. There is no justifica- 
tion whatsoever for blaming the Church when so-callel Cath- 
olic rulers took action against Jews, or Moors, or Huguenots. 
The Catholic Church is international, and can not offer too 
great interference with domestic affairs of different nations. 
In fact, much of the trouble the Church had with kings and 
princes resulted from what the latter regarded as interference 
even when it was justified by the circumstances of the times. 

Even recently there has been a drive against the Jews 
in Austria and in some parts of Germany, but let it be re- 
memberéd that there has also been a drive against the Catho- 

lic Chureh in these countries. The Social Democrats of Aus- 
tria are almost as anti-Christian as they are anti-Jewish, | 
even though they live in a country which ‘is usually classed | 
as Catholic. Those who, in Bavaria, were fighting the Jews 
were also fighting Cardinal Faulhaber for defending the Jews. 

Enemies of the Catholic Church have been seeking to 
prejudice the Jews against Catholics everywhere, and more 
especially in our own country in recent years. They repre- 
sent to them that the agitation for the observance of Good 
Friday as a civic holiday is only one of the ways of calling 
attention to the fact that Christ was executed by Jews. 

As a matter of fact, the Catholic Church does not hold 
the Jews, as such, responsible for the murder of Chfist. Ev- 
ery Catholic priest teaches his people that the generality of 
the Jews loved Christ: that thousands of them followed Him 
even into the desert and remained with Him for three days 
without even going to the towns for something to eat; that 
they crowded the synagogues when He preached; that they 
greeted Him with hosannas in Jerusalem; that Christ was 
purposely tried at night lest the Jewish people should demand 
His release.
